The west coast harbor of San Pe- 
dro, which until the completion of 
the Panama caval was not thought 
to be a competitor of the greater 
harbors of San Diego, Monterey and 
San Francisco, contributes today, to- 
gether with the Panama cana’ some- 
thing of a shipping miracle to New 
York. 

Ror San Pedro folks have sent here 
a second food ship, via Panama, and 
it was come on practically railroad 
schedule. 

The good ship C. H. Cramp is to- 
day unloading boxes of fine juicy 
oranges and fine juicy lemons at a 
pier at the foot of Franklin street. 
She is 18 days out of San Pedro, 
whereas the usual railroad schedule 
for this journey by fast refrigerated 
freight is 16 days, and the best 
' schedule of the railroads is 14 days. 

What is more important to the 
hundreds of food dealers who flocked 
to the pier this morning to see the 
‘Cramp unload ‘her cargo, every orange 
wes just as bright looking as if it had 

come by rail, and there was no- 
where in the cargo any indication 
of spoilage or rot due to overheat- 
ing in the bottom of the ship’s hold. 

“It is a perfect cargo,” said D.D. 
Black, resident manager of the Cali- 
~formia Fruit Growers’ association, as 
he saw the oranges and lemons un- 

loaded by a new device, arranged es- 
pecially to handle these cargoes so 
that they will not pile up breakage 
costs. 

“I can say,” he added, “that a-bet- 
ter fruit shipment never came by 

rail,” " 

Mr. Black was chiefly interested in 
the situation from the standpoint of 
cost, as he knew this cargo meant 
that California orange growers would 
have $500 more to split up amongst 
themselves than if they had shipped 
by rail at the now prohibitive rates.

OF PERTINENT INTEREST 

Automobilists who enter Southern 
California are notified by signs at 
the state line that they must regis- 
ter within 24 hours after getting 
into the state, and the nearest regis- 
tration point is Los Angeles. There 
isn’t any time to be lost in getting 
from Blythe to Los Angeles within 
24 hours. At least, that is the view 
the motorists take of the affair. 
The result is that they don’t ‘spend 
any time in any of the districts be- 
tween the border and Los Angeles 
After they arrive ‘at the latter place 
and register, however, they are then 
allowed 10 days to get things fixed 
up, and it generally takes that 
amount of time to check up and 
secure the proper. papers, as. few mo- 
torists realize just what they have 
to bring with them to prove owner- 
ship of their cars. 

Permission ‘has now been secured 
through Senator Lyman King of Red- 
lands for the registration of auto- 
mobiles at Camp Cajon, but there is 
no money available for the adminis- 
tration office there. An effort is be- 
ing made to secure the support of 
civic organizations of the citrus belt 
in helping to maintain such an of- 
fice, which should be done, if pos- 
sible, as it would mean that motor- 
ists would be given an opportunity to 
remain a number of days in this 
part of California if they should de- 
sire to do so. 

Before another winter season rolls 
around there should also be a regis- 
tration office opened at Blythe, in 
order that automobile tourists en- 
tering California at that point would 
not be forced to rush through to 
Los Angeles without opportunity to 
visit the Southern California com- 
munities on the way in a leisurely 
manner. 

During a number of 
large percentage of people 
west over the Lincoln 
come from Salt Lake, instead of 
following the northern route, and 
arrive here by the Arrowhead trail. 
Hundreds of others come by the 
southern QOcean-to-Ocean highway, 
through Blythe. During the winter 
season there are several hundred ma- 
chines that arrive by way of Cajon 
or through Blythe. They should be 
registered as soon as they cross the 
line, if possible, 

This registration of automobiles 
from other states is also important 
from the standpoint of a check upon 
stolen automobiles, and there should 
be established checking stations both 
for cars leaving the state as well as 
coming in, and there should 
also be other important poiats on 
the state highway system where 
every motorist should be compelled 
to register, in order to secure a bet- 
ter check on the men who are steal- 
automobiles and getting away 
them toward the Mexican bor- 
well as into other states.—

Apple Crop Not Hurt 
by Frost at Yucaipa 


There is no truth whatever in the 


reports which somehow have gained 


credence to the effect that there has 


been widespread damage to the ap: 


ple crop in Yucaipa. The fact of 
the matter is that if there was any 
damage to Yucaipa apples by the 
cold weather, it has not yet been 
made apparent, and that just now 
the Yucaipa orchardist is not wor- 
rying about the effect of the frost 
but about the problem of thinning. 

It is estimated that fully a 250 
per cent crop has set on the trees, 
and the labor involved in thinning is 
a matter of no small moment. One 
grower this week took an average 
tree in his 10-acre orchard and after 
thinning, which required a full hour, 
there were still 600 apples on the 
tree. This would run at least five 
boxes to the tree, and if every tree 
in the valley does as well, the pre- 
diction of 1,000,000 boxes for this 
year would be exceeded. 

Of course, it is too early to make 
anything like a reasonable estimate 
of the amount of fruit that the val- 
ley will produce.this year, but the 
growers are not worrying about frost 
damage, and there is every prospect 
ot a bumper crop of applies. 

There has been some damage to 
cherries, peaches and apricots, just 
how much it is impossible to esti- 
mate yet. But these fruits form ‘a 
very small per cent of the total acre- 
age in Yucaipa valley, and a fair 
estimate of the damage done to the 
entire fruit crogy in Yucaipa valley 
is less than 2 per cent.

Sinee prices had gone up the vil- 
lage of Bingville had been running 
It had been at best 

and, in the main, a rather shiftless 
and inert community. The weather 
had worn the paint off many houses 
before thelr owners had seen the need 
of repainting.
